Thieves break into premises that raises money for terminally ill

“TERRIBLE” thieves ‘broke 
through the front door’ to a char¬ 
ity shop that raises money to sup¬ 
port terminally ill people, raided 
the shop’s safe, and stole ‘about 
£350’. 

Staff at St Raphael’s Hospice 
Charity Shop in the High Street 


in Ewell village turned up at work 
on Saturday, January 14 to find the 
front door open. 

Surrey Police officers believe 
overnight, offenders had broken 
in through the front door, found 
a safe in the back of the store and 
forced it open. 

A spokesperson for the force 
said about £350 was stolen from 
inside the safe. At this time it does 
not appear anything else had been 
stolen. 


A Surrey Police spokesperson 
said: “Burglary is a terrible crime 
that affects victims on a very per¬ 
sonal level. 

“However, (the) burglary in Ew¬ 
ell village affects not just staff but 
a community” 

In December, vandal cuts 
wires to Christmas lights outside 
St Raphael’s Hospice in North 
Cheam twice in three days. 

St Raphael’s hospices offer free 
medical and nursing support to 


people living in Merton and Sut¬ 
ton who are facing life-threatening 
illnesses. 

The force urges anybody who 
saw anyone inside the property 
or acting suspiciously around the 
store between 5pm on Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 13, and 9am on Saturday to 
come forward.

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Photographer loses pictures on 
laptop after his caravan is stolen

A PHOTOGRAPHER for a 
wildlife charity in Leather- 
head has been left devastated 
after thieves stole his caravan 
which contained “irreplacea¬ 
ble” photos on his laptop. 

Cameraman Lawrie Brai¬ 
ley, 24, had spent the winter 
living in the Leatherhead 
countryside in the caravan 
carrying out an ecology and 
wildlife photography survey 
for the Wildlife Aid Founda¬ 
tion (WAF), based in Randalls 
Road. 

Mr Brailey had left the 
van on a remote site owned 
by the foundation in Wood¬ 
lands Road overnight, before 
returning on Saturday morn¬ 
ing to find thieves had driven 
onto the land and taken the 
£10,000 vehicle. 

It had been stolen some¬ 
time between 4pm on Friday, 
January 13, and 11am on Sat¬ 
urday, January 14. 

The van, a Bessacar Cameo 
625GL in white and cream, 
had been Mr Brailey’s home. 

But the loss of his six-year 
portfolio on his laptop, which 
was not backed up elsewhere, 
has proved devastating for 
the award-winning photogra¬ 
pher. 


He said: “A stolen laptop 
isn’t worth a great deal but 
for me the photographs are 
priceless. They are my life’s 
work, I am devastated and it 
makes me sick to think they 
have been stolen. If anyone 
knows anything, please con¬ 
tact the police or WAF.” 

A gold Gerrard watch, an 
irreplaceable gift from Mr 
Brailey’s grandfather, with 
the initials EM engraved on 
it, was also taken along with 
the laptop, a 13-inch silver 
Macbook Pro. The thieves 
removed a gate on the ac¬ 
cess lane leading to the land, 
which borders the M25, and 
attached their vehicle to the 
caravan and drove it away. 

The land is uneven and 
muddy, making it likely that 
the vehicle they used to steal 
the caravan was a large one. 

A Surrey Police spokes¬ 
woman said that since the 
offence, a member of the 
public passed on information 
to officers to suggest a light 
coloured transit van, which 
only consisted of the cab and 
the chassis may have been in¬ 
volved in the theft. 

Anyone who saw the ve¬ 
hicle is urged to contact 
officers quoting reference 
45170004485. Information can 
be passed anonymously to the 
independent charity Crimes- 
toppers on 0800 555 111. 



A FATHER-OF-TWO has been 
cleared of raping a ‘drunk’ 
woman after walking her home. 
A jury acquitted Damian Ray, 

39, of four counts - sexual 
assault, rape and two counts 
of attempted rape - at Croydon 
Crown Court on January 16, 
following an eight-day trial. Mr 
Ray, of Beech Grove, Epsom 
Downs, admitted receiving oral 
sex from the alleged victim after 
walking her home from a party 
in 2015, but insisted it was 
consensual. 

A 15-YEAR-OLD girl was 
sexually assaulted in a park in 
Leatherhead by a man who fol¬ 
lowed her. The victim got on the 
465 bus at Dorking High Street 
on Tuesday, January 10, and 
got off at Kingston Road, Leath¬ 
erhead. She was then followed 
by a man to Kingston Road 
Recreational Ground, where 
she was sexually assaulted. The 
assault happened sometime be¬ 
tween 3pm and 5.45pm, Surrey 
Police stated. The force is now 
looking to speak to a man who 
is described as white, about 25 
years old and with ginger hair. 
He was drinking alcohol, and 
could be from between Horsh¬ 
am and Esher - the route the 
bus takes - the force believes. 

A HOUSE fire in Epsom was 
started by a faulty computer 
that set the first floor bedroom 
alight. Banstead and Epsom 
firefighters were called to 
the blaze at about 9.30pm 
on Saturday, January 14, in 
Chase Road. No one was hurt, 
and it was ruled as ‘“acciden¬ 
tal damage”, according to a 
spokesman for Surrey Fire and 
Rescue.

The cash machine at the BP Garage 
in Guildford Road, Great Bookham, 
was blown up in the early hours of 
Thursday, December 29. 

Those responsible left the scene with 
a minimal amount of cash after the ex¬ 
plosion at 12.30am, according to Surrey 
Police. 

The force are now appealing for wit¬ 
nesses who may have seen the silver 
Mercedes in the Bookham area over¬ 
night between Wednesday, December 
28, and Thursday, December 29. 

Surrey Police believe the car trav¬ 
elled from the direction of Effingham 
Golf Course, and returned this way af¬ 
ter the explosion, after receiving calls 
from members of the public. 

The previous night, a car matching 


the description of the offending vehicle 
was stolen from Amber Hill, Camberley 
and officers are working to establish if 
the two incidents are connected. 

The car theft occurred at about 
3.30am on Wednesday, December 28.

out, we’re no able to 
run more services on 
more routes serving 
more passengers, and 
ultimately we’ll have 
fewer cancellations and 
delays.

Remarks by Transport Secretary about ‘road users’ criticised by Boardman 

Grayling accused of lack 
of knowledge’ by top rider

OLYMPIC cyclist Chris 
Boardman has accused 
Transport Secretary Chris 
Grayling of “an astonish¬ 
ing lack of knowledge” after 
he suggested that people on 
bikes were not “road users”. 

Mr Grayling’s comment 
came in a House of Commons 
exchange when Cambridge 
MP Daniel Zeichner asked 
him to clarify an earlier com¬ 
ment that cycle lanes “cause 
problems for road users”. 

Mr Zeichner also asked 
the Epsom and Ewell MP to 
explain whether he thought 
that cyclists were themselves 
road users. 

The transport secretary 
responded: “Where you have 
cycle lanes, cyclists use cycle 
lanes, and motorists and oth¬ 
er road users are the users 
of the roads. That is fairly 
straightforward.” 

Mr Boardman, who won 
gold in the individual pur¬ 
suit at the 1992 Olympics, and 
broke the world hour record 
three times, is policy adviser 


to British Cycling. 

He said he was “embar¬ 
rassed” for Mr Grayling over 
his remark and offered to 
take the transport secretary 
on a bike ride to see for him¬ 
self the conditions cyclists 
experienced on the roads. 

“The Transport Secre¬ 
tary’s comments demon¬ 
strate an astonishing lack of 
knowledge about how seven 
million people regularly use 
the roads in this country,” 
said Mr Boardman. 

“I feel embarrassed for 
him. If he truly thinks the 


roads are not for cyclists 
then what am I paying my 
taxes for? Chris Grayling’s 
government has made a com¬ 
mitment to double cycling 
levels to help tackle conges¬ 
tion, obesity and air pollu¬ 
tion - three issues that are 
at crisis point. The minister 
should also know that segre¬ 
gated cycle lanes of sufficient 
quality are incredibly rare in 
Britain. 

“In fact, it’s going to be 
impossible to meet Govern¬ 
ment targets on a diminish¬ 
ing budget of less than £1 per 


head. This is in stark con¬ 
trast to the Netherlands and 
Denmark where more than 
£20 per head is spent.” 

“If there was ever anyone 
who needed to actually get 
on a bike and hear about the 
true state of cycling infra¬ 
structure, it is Chris Gray¬ 
ling and I’d be delighted to go 
on a ride with him.” 

Grace Collingwood, 32, a 
Pilates instructor and a cy¬ 
clist from Stoneleigh in Mr 
Grayling’s constituency, said: 
“I cycle to and from work 
every day on the road and 
to say I’m not a road user is 
ignorant and frankly ridic¬ 
ulous. It is astonishing that 
the transport secretary has 
such a disturbing lack of 
knowledge in this area and 
his comments will only serve 
to create a greater divide be¬ 
tween motorists and cyclists 
when we should be working 
together to make the roads 
safer.” 

The row comes weeks after 
video emerged of Mr Gray¬ 
ling accidentally knocking 
a cyclist off his bike as he 
opened a car door in West¬ 
minster.

WE want to see photos 
of potholes in roads 
near you to highlight 
where this menace to 
motorists and cyclists is 
worst. 

The scourge of pot¬ 
holes could grow at 
an “unprecedented 
rate” over the coming 
months, according to 
the RAC, which re¬ 
corded a 24 per cent 
rise in the number of 
pothole-related break¬ 
downs between October 
and December com¬ 
pared with the same pe¬ 
riod in 2015. 

It is the first annu¬ 
al increase for the last 
quarter of a year since 
2013. 

Incidents included 
damaged shock absorb¬ 
ers, broken suspension 
springs and distorted 
wheels. 

RAC chief engineer 
David Bizley described 
the increase as “par¬ 
ticularly worrying” be¬ 
cause rainfall - which 
can be a catalyst for pot¬ 
holes - between October 
and December was the 
lowest for that period in 


more than a decade. 

He said: “If the first 
three months of 2017 
prove to be both wet 
and cold, potholes are 
likely to appear at an 
unprecedented rate 
which would inevitably 
stretch local authori¬ 
ty repair resources to 
their limit.” 

The Local Govern¬ 
ment Association re¬ 
cently warned that 
2017 could be a “tipping 


point” for tackling pot¬ 
holes as it said the bill 
for repairing roads in 
England and Wales 
could reach £14 billion 
within two years. 

The Department for 
Transport (DfT) has 
committed £6 billion 
for English councils 
to improve local roads 
over the current Parlia¬ 
ment, in addition to a 
£50 million-a-year fund 
specifically for tackling 


potholes. 

Website Fillthathole. 
org.uk has put together 
a league table of high¬ 
way authorities based 
on which authorities 
are best at fixing their 
road defects and report¬ 
ing back. 

Bromley leads in our 
region, at number 26 
out of 214 nationally, 
after reportedly fixing 
72 per cent of potholes 
highlighted to it. 

“There are apparent¬ 
ly still 236 potholes in 
the borough awaiting 
repair. 

Just behind Bromley 
is Sutton at 27, with 69 
per cent of problems 
sorted. There are 33 
open reports. 

Much lower down is 
Transport for London 
in 191th place with just 
a 12 per cent response 
rate, according to the 
site. Kent is at number 
196 on just 11 per cent 
and with more than 
3,000 potholes needing 
to be fixed.

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Petition launched by residents against proposed charges 

Calls to scrap waste 
charges at Epsom tip

A COUNCILLOR has pleaded 
with a government minister to 
scrap the county’s controversial 
charges for taking household 
waste to community recycling 
centres. 

Liberal Democrat spokesper¬ 
son for Highways and Environ¬ 
ment at Surrey County Council 
Stephen Cooksey has also called 
for the council to reimburse res¬ 
idents the “over-zealous charg¬ 
es”. 

The council introduced new 
charges at its nine recycling cen¬ 
tres - including those at Blen¬ 
heim Road, Epsom and Randalls 
Road, Leatherhead - charging 
residents £5 to recycle a tyre or 
£4 to recycle a waste bag, follow¬ 
ing a consultation. 

Concerned residents launched 
a petition calling for the council 
to abolish the proposed charges. 

At the time, the council said 
the charges would save £1.8m 
a year as it looked to offset the 
rising cost of adult social care in 
the county. 

Surrey County Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for environment 
and planning, Councillor Mike 
Goodman, said this rising de¬ 
mand for services was costing 
the council £24m each year. 



Epsom Community Recycling 
Centre 


In August, Cllr Goodman, 
said: “People can still get rid of 
one bag of DIY waste a day for 
free but with rising demand for 
services making money ever 
tighter - adult social care alone 
is adding £24 million each year - 
this particular change will save 
£1.8m annually while keeping 
all Surrey’s recycling centres 
open and affecting only those 
doing more significant construc¬ 
tion work.” 

A spokesman confirmed that 
the council’s position had not 


changed since the introduction 
of the charges on September 1. 

But Cllr Cooksey believes the 
Department of Communities & 
Local Government (DCLG) to 
intervene, and that Local Gov¬ 
ernment Minister Marcus Jones 
should scrap the fees. 

He said: “I do believe that 
these charges are over-zealous 
and that it is sensible for the 
Minister to intervene to stop 
this practice rather than to ex¬ 
pect residents to seek legal solu¬ 
tions. 

“That is why I am taking this 
matter to the highest level. 

“On the evidence that I have 
seen I am of the opinion that 
the charges imposed by Surrey 
County Council for disposal of 
DIY waste are illegal and that 
the Conservatives should axe 
the their tip tax and reimburse 
residents immediately 

“I call upon Marcus Jones, 
Minister for Local Government, 
to intervene in this case and 
scrap these unfair charges.” 

A DCLG spokesman said: 
“We’re determined to boost re¬ 
cycling and that’s why we’ve 
changed the law to stop councils 
charging residents for house¬ 
hold waste when taken to a recy¬ 
cling site. The government has 
been clear that DIY waste from 
residents is classified as house¬ 
hold waste and so should be dis¬ 
posed of without a charge.”

HIM REVIEW 


Writer-director Damien Cha- 
zelle follows up his critically 
acclaimed Whiplash with a 
musical number which has 
swept the Golden Globes. 

La La Land is all about 
nostalgia, a look at how 
Hollywood was once a mag¬ 
ical dreamscape filled with 
meaningful emotions to a 
place where people "worship 
everything and value nothing". 
With a few nods to Casablan¬ 
ca, it longs for the golden age 
of film. 

The opening scene is a sing¬ 
ing and dancing sequence on 
a gridlocked freeway entering 
L.A. Stuck in the middle are 
Mia (Emma Stone), an aspiring 
actress, and Sebastien (Ryan 
Gosling), a struggling jazz mu¬ 
sician. 

Their first interaction is hos¬ 
tile as he honks his horn at 
Mia when she fails to see the 
car in front has moved on. She 
sticks up her middle finger in 
response. 

Mia works in a coffee shop 
on a studio lot while Sebastien 
works in a restaurant playing 
Christmas jingles unhappily 
on the piano until he gets fired 
for going rogue with a jazz 
solo. 

Following the classic Holly¬ 
wood love story, the two de¬ 
spise each other at first and 


then fall in love, singing and 
dancing with amateur charm 
into each other's arms. 

Both encourage each other 
to follow their dreams- Mia to 
be a successful actress and 
Sebastian to open his own jazz 
place. 

But alas, along the way 
the inevitable comprises this 
modern world that worships 
money over what really mat¬ 
ters, love and artistic quality, 
brings both characters crash¬ 
ing down to reality. 

The musical numbers all 
seem to be done in single 
takes and are nothing short 
of delightful. Cheeky and 
wistful, they easily bring the 
viewer on magical trips that 
are love letters to a time gone 
past. The colourful landscapes 
and dreamlike sequences are 
Hollywood escapism in all its 
glory. 

The performances by Stone 
and Gosling are strengthened 
by a glorious on-screen chem¬ 
istry and the effort that has 
clearly gone in- Gosling is ac¬ 
tually playing the piano (and 
well), having practiced two 
hours a day for five months. 

The score, by Justin Hur- 
witze, is marvelous and other 
worldly- "City of stars, are you 
shining just for me?" 

Although we must wait a 



moment for La La Land to ful¬ 
ly take off, it quickly becomes 
thoroughly engrossing and 
will appeal to both lovers of a 
bygone era and people strug¬ 
gling to find themselves in this 
vast and often disconnected 
post-modern world. 

While the film is a thorough¬ 
ly enjoyable endeavour, it does 
not offer anything new. The 


American dream, although 
slightly altered, survives again. 

Which is a shame, if one is 
not prone to romanticism, be¬ 
cause it is a poignant portray¬ 
al of the current mood- dashed 
expectations and sameness 
in a post-modern society in 
which people chatter on mean- 
inglessly and no one listens. 

However, maybe it is a sign 


of the world's rejection of all 
of the above and just like the 
revolt in the 80s we will once 
again begin to favour depth 
over emptiness. 

If La La Land grabs best pic¬ 
ture at the Oscars as expected 
it will be the first original film 
musical to do so since Giqi in 
1958. 

La La Land is out now.

Saving money for your deposit: 

Before you start looking at properties 
you'll need to start saving for a deposit. 
Generally, you need to try to save at 
least 5% to 20% of the cost of the 
home you'd like. So if you want to buy a 
home costing £150,000, you'll need to 
save at least £7,500. Saving more than 
5% will make it easier for you to apply 
for a wider range of mortgages. 

Once you know the amount of 
deposit you'll need, make a plan to 
reach this goal. Be realistic about how 
much you can afford. Regular saving is 
more effective than relying on irregular 
one-off sums. How long it will take 
depends on how much you can afford 
to set aside each month. 

Help to Buy: Do you have at least 
a 5% deposit? The government's Help 
to Buy scheme makes it possible to 
buy a new or existing home even if 
you've only got a small deposit With 
Help to Buy there are two options 
available: equity loans and mortgage 
guarantees. 

Equity loans are only available if 
you are buying a newly built home. You 
can borrow 20% of the purchase price 


interest-free for the first five years as 
long as you have a 5% deposit. 

Mortgage guarantees are available 
for new and old properties across the 
UK. The government will cover part of 
any losses your lender may sustain if 
the mortgage is not repaid. 

There are limits on the cost of the 
property you can buy using both of 
these schemes, which differ across the 
UK. Read more in the Money Advice 
Service's guide to Help to Buy. 

Help to BuylSAs: The new Help 
to Buy ISA scheme is designed to 
help first-time buyers save up fora 
deposit for their home. Launching in 
December 2015, this scheme will see 
the government top up your savings by 
25%. That means that for every £200 
you save the government will give 
you £50. The most the government 
will contribute is £3,000, so the most 
you can save in a Help to Buy ISA is 
£12,000. The minimum you need to 
save to qualify is £1,600, which would 
give you a £400 bonus. 

Help to Buy ISAs are available to 
each first-time buyer, not each house. 
So if you're buying a property with 


someone else, you can get up to 
£6,000 towards your deposit. 

Shared ownership: Shared 
ownership is a cross between renting 
and buying, aimed mainly at first-time 
buyers. You buy a share of a home 
from the landlord and rent the part 
you don't own at a reduced rate. The 
landlord in this case is usually your 
local council or housing association. 

Shared ownership schemes are 
designed to help people who don't 
earn enough to buy a home outright. 
People aged 55 and over and people 
with long-term disabilities can also 
apply. You will have to take out a 
mortgage to pay for your share, which 
is between 25% and 75% of the 
home's value. You then pay a reduced 
rent on the share you don't own. You 
have the option later on to buy a bigger 
share of the property - up to 100% - 
when you can afford to. 

Right to Buy/Right to Acquire: 
Right to Buy lets council tenants who 
qualify buy their council home at a 
reduced rate. The size of the discount 
varies depending on where you live and 
the type of property you want to buy. 



Tenants normally need to have 
rented from their local council or 
housing association for three years 
before they qualify. The three years can 
be non-consecutive. Right to Acquire 
is a scheme offered in England and 
Wales for housing association tenants 
who don't qualify for Right to Buy. The 
discounts are slightly smaller. 

Buying with friends or family 
members: Buying with a friend of 


family member is becoming more 
popular as UK house prices continue 
to soar. The benefits of doing this 
include sharing the deposit, 
mortgage repayments and 
maintenance costs. You can also 
consider a larger mortgage than you 
would otherwise be able to. Sharing 
ownership does come with potential 
risks, though. 

There could be financial 


complications if one party pays more 
of the deposit than the other. There is 
also the possibility of disputes further 
down the road. 

Both parties need to think hard 
about the pros and cons before 
entering into this arrangement.

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Master the art of managing change 


THE Royal Mint is ringing the 
changes for the New Year quite lit¬ 
erally... by replacing our £1 coin for 
the first time in 30 years. 

It will be swapped for a larger, thin¬ 
ner, 12-sided, bi-metallic coin in 
March. 

That’s a lot to deal with. First off, 
how are we going to release shop¬ 
ping trolleys? 

Undoubtedly, it will take time to get 
used to things. 

Unless you’re an HR professional.

Now be prepared to answer ques¬ 
tions, such as: But what’s wrong 
with the way things are? Will I have 
to work longer? 

If the change is taking place in a 
specialist area, harness the talent 
around you to provide knowledge 
and expertise. 

Introducing a new intranet-based 
service, for example? Ask your IT 
guru to help explain the details - 
without the geek-speak of course! 
Often changes within a company 
can impact clients too, so guide 
them through what’s happening - if 
you have a communications officer, 
use their channels. 

Finally, gathering feedback will 
highlight areas needing fine-tuned 
to make the change a rip-roaring 
success. 

Master change and you master your 
career destiny!

Jaguar’s F-TYPE Coupe gets further enhancements that will appeal to keen 
drivers. This story keeps getting better and better, as JONATHAN CROUCH reports. 



BACKGROUND: "Well that was 
a bit dull and inert" said nobody, 
ever, after stepping out of a Jaguar 
F-TYPE Coupe. Having driven 
an F-TYPE R up a streaming wet 
mountain road, it's fair to say that 
the big cat was possibly a little too 
exciting for my personal preference. 
Your eyeballs can only sit out on 
stalks for so long before you end 
up so juiced with adrenaline that 
normal functioning becomes all but 
impossible. 

Jaguar has recognised that the 
F-TYPE might be a little too full-on 
for some and has thus developed 
an all-wheel drive chassis that'll 
offer a bit more stability and 
traction but without dumbing 
the experience down. For those 
berserkers who crave even more 
involvement, Jaguar also introduces 
a manual transmission on six 
cylinder variants, this gearbox to 
be sold alongside the quite lovely 
ZF auto. Win-wins don't get much 
sweeter than this. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Clearly 
the all-wheel drive chassis is going 
to have all kinds of benefits when 
the going is a bit slippery. The 
AWD system (only offered as an 
option on V6S and F-TYPE R models) 
features Intelligent Driveline 
Dynamics (IDD), a control system 
networked to the powertrain, rear 
differential and centre coupling 
and Dynamic Stability Control 


(DSC). Operating on the torque-on- 
demand principle, the AWD system 
sends 100 per cent of the engine's 
torque to the rear wheels under 
normal driving conditions, reducing 
unnecessary parasitic losses in the 
drivetrain. The system can also 
vary the front: rear torque split 
to mitigate oversteer during fast 
cornering. 

The six-speed manual 'box 
has been developed exclusively 
for the V6 and rear-wheel drive 
configuration. The short-travel gear 
lever with a throw of only 45mm, 
along with closely-spaced ratios, 
might just make the entry-level 
F-TYPE Coupe the purest version. 
Electric power steering and torque 
vectoring by braking are now both 
standard across the range. The 
542bhp in hardcore V8 R Coupe 
form heads up the line-up, with the 
337bhp 3.0-litre V6 supercharged 
petrol engine bookending the other 
extreme. In the middle is the F-TYPE 
S Coupe which gets 376bhp, 60mph 
in 4.8 seconds and a top speed of 
171 mph. Go for an all-wheel drive 
V8 R and it'll smash its way to 
62mph in just 3.9 seconds. 
DESIGN: The shape works really 
well. What looked good as a drop 
top looks great as a coupe, with a 
short wheelbase, a power-packed 
set of rear haunches and an elegant 
roof line. It manages to make the 
Porsche Cayman seem rather hall- 


of-mirrors in its proportioning and 
while it's not as instantly beautiful 
as an Aston Martin Vantage, it 
looks as if it would thoroughly work 
the Vantage over in a bar fight. It's 
that combination of sleekness and 
aggression that makes the F-TYPE 
Coupe such an accomplished 
styling job. The all-wheel drive cars 
look subtly different, with a deeper 
central power bulge. Either side are 
distinctive vents, positioned further 
apart and further forward than 
those of rear-wheel drive F-TYPEs. 

There are some lovely details, 


such as the pop-out door handles 
and the single flying buttress that 
swoops down from one side of 
the centre console, to the neatly 
styled gear selector, the giant TFT 
display in the dash and the deep- 
set driving position. The instrument 
cluster features smarter dials 
and gauges and the infotainment 
system has been upgraded too: 
navigation routing is much faster 
than before and SD card-based 
mapping is available for the first 
time. The boot is relatively big, 
giving the F-TYPE Coupe genuine 


GT potential. You'll get 315-litres in 
up to the parcel shelf and 407- 
litres to the window line. A 72-litre 
fuel tank gives a realistic cruising 
range of over 340 miles. You 
can even specify the car with a 
panoramic glass or carbon fibre 
roof. 

MARKET AND MODEL: F-TYPE 
Coupe prices open at just over 
£51,000 for a manual 3.0 V6, with 
the S starting at just over £60,000. 
The auto version retails at £1,800 
extra and all-wheel drive will tack 
nearly £5,000 onto that. The top 


F-TYPE R with power going to each 
corner now retails at well over 
£91,000. The F-TYPE now comes as 
standard with InControl Remote 
telematics functions. When away 
from the vehicle, this system 
makes it possible to check 
information such as the fuel level 
or the door lock status using a 
smartphone. You can even use the 
phone to start the engine, enabling 
the climate control system to 
bring the cabin to the desired 
temperature before the journey 
even begins.
